College Athletics. 

Tlie question of aihlelics is be- 
cominK so mnch t feature of the 
colleues, and is becoming the 
fruitful source of so much conten- 
tion, that a more satisfactory and 
uniform code of rules and reuula- 
tioDS has become necessary. The 
aniversities of the Goantr.v have 
made their atidetic superiority so 
pronounced, that excellence in this 
department has come to be regard- 
ed as far more important than ex- 
cellence in the college curriculum. 
If Yale can beat Harvard in the 
annual boat race; or Princeton can 
licat Columbia in the Tlianks^iv- 
iu^ football contest, the winners 
seem to think liie college it repre- 
sents has iiiaiiit tilled its reputation 
as a source of scliolastic superior!- 
•ty for another twelve months ut 
least. Tlie smaller colleses and 
State Universities, scattered over 
the country, have caught the same 
spirit of eniulalioii, and with it 
the same bickerioKs and dissatis- 
fhettoD. It wo«M appear to one 
outside of the influence of college 
life and environment that the pre- 
sent sItaatioD has srown ao tense, 
and the feelings annually envtend- 
ered ao acute, that, unless some 
tribunal can be established, to the 
rulins of which all must yield, the 
result to the collese and the stu> 
dent body iu seneral, must soon, 
if it has not already become, pro- 
ductive of far more harm than 
good. Certainly some rule of 
eliuibilil.v ouulit to be devised that 
would make simple the riifhi of 
any matriculate to play in a K>ven 
name or on a tiiven team, and cer- 
tainly some l)()(ly can be ortjanized 
to wliich all disputes can be re- 
ferred, with the understanding 
their decisions are to be linal. 

The disagreeable season liu ougti 
vliteb the tkate University has 

peaied, and tlirou;;}! which it is 
alUI puhsmg, linds its origin, not 
la the college currievlum, bat 

wli<)!l.\' in the uthh in tjiaiuh, and 
aeems lu be tracealtle lo the eiigi- 



rulings from some sort of tribunal, 
have been repudiated by the stu- 
dent body, which, coupled with 
certain personal antaKoniams and 
jealousies, has brought confusion 
and disorganization into the whole 
institution, resultine in incendiary 
charges and counter-charges that 
have occupied tlie time of the 
courts fur the past two weeks. 

Some plan can atid must be de- 
vised that will make impossible a 
repetition of present conditions 
here and elsewhere. Kitber ath- 
letics must be brought under a 
satisfactory system of control, ap- 
plying to all college associations, 
and made subservient to the ool- 
lei/e riiriiciilum, or atliletics must 
be eliminated, btudeuis must be 
msde to know they will have to 
conform to established rules, and 
if they do not be treated in some 
such summary way as to teach 
them that disobedience means ex- 
pulsion. The storm of rebellion 
may be central over Lexington 
just at this time, but it will soon 
move to some other point, and 
produce exactly the aame condi- 
tions. We urgently suggest the 
necessity for immediate action by 
ihe whole college fraternitiea of 
the eooBiiy.— Lisiifloo Herald.

The express companies, of all 
the great monopolies, have, been 
the most arrogant. Onelof^tbe 
largest of the companies has al- 
ready announced its intention to 
cut its rates to meet the eatabliah* 
ed postal rates, this too, in face of 
the fact that it has maintained a 
lobby at Washington for years for 
no other purpose than to'dofeat 
any parcel post legislation, and to 
do so, repreaenting that its own 
business would not admit of a r^ 
duction in rates. The suggestion 
of Putmaster General Hitchcock 
that the Government ahonid pur- 
chase the express companies and 
control the entire express carriage 
business through the parcel po.'-t, 
ouyht not to be received with fa- 
vor. Why should the government 
expend millions of dollars to bu.v 
somethinif thalcxists oid.v in name? 
What the express companies do 
the government cannot do' ^fk 
the people of the country have 
Ijeen compelled to bear the extor- 
tiona ot the exoreaa companiea fbr 

yeara, la that any reason why tha 
jjovernment should now pay an 
enormous sum to hava them retire 
from business? They must of ne- 
cessity retire anyway iti a few 
years. Already their stock lias 
declined a full iifty 'per etet. It 
must decline even more. The ex- 
press business is passing from pri- 
vate to public control. It may be 
an eiitcrini; wedge for like control 
of tlie telegraph and telephone 
busincM, but theee are not so na 
iiually the subject of ' governmen- 
tal control as the express business, 
whieh is only an enlargement of 
the postal facilities.

Perry Oakley Arrested. 

A decisive step was taken lust 
week in the long sesrch for the 
assassin of Jack Staten, who was 
found dead on a public highway 
in Batli county September 80, 
1912, when Perry Oakley, a far- 
mer, was arrested on the charge 
of having eooimltted the murder. 
His arrest fbUowed the issuance of 
a warrant sworn out by Wickman 
Moore, William Stamper and W. 
G. Moore. The warrant was 
served on Oakley, but the officers 
found him too ill to leave his bed, 
and it was tboogbt tbst he was 
developing pneumonia. Later he 
improved and was taken to Ow- 
ingsville and placed under guard. 

It will be remembereil that .*^ta- 
teu was found dead iu the road 
near Preston, with a load of baek- 
shot in his head and neck. Cir- 
cumftances surrouading tba affair 
left DO room for doubt that Steten 
had been murdered e.xcept that no 
motive for the crime was appar- 
ent Steten was a peaeeabia man 
and it was naturally reasoned that 
he was shot by mistake, the assas- 
ain intending to kill aomaone else. 
This idea was drawo from the 
fact that from his hiding place iu 
the fence comer the murderer 
could not see his victim until he 
had passed, and the murder was 
committed just at dawn. The re-
